Where the 
fiery Virginian is conservative and 


deathly epposed to the central 
banking proposal, Steagall is a 
monetary liberal, 

The bill which already has 


passed the House—with Steagall's 
blessing—is in the form the <Ad- 
ministration wants it. It gives full 
force to Title 2, which provides for 
government-regulated central bank- 
ing. 

The senate bill, as it came from 
the sulphuric hand of Carter Glass, 
drastically diluted Title 2, giving 
‘private bankers part supervision 
| over central banking. 

Roosevelt, with other. congres- 
sional fights on his hands, 
plans to let Henry Steagall take on 
Glass. 

It should be a good bout.
